On November 7, 2001, the State Air Pollution Control Board adopted final amendments 
to regulations entitled "Regulations for the Control and Abatement of Air Pollution", 
specifically federal regulations incorporated by reference (9 VAC 5 Chapter 50, Article 5 
and 9 VAC 5 Chapter 60, Articles 1 and 2).  The regulation amendments are to be 
effective on February 1, 2002. 
 
In adopting these amendments, the Board affirmed that it will receive, consider and 
respond to petitions by any person at any time with respect to reconsideration or revision, 
as provided in § 2.2-4006 B of the Administrative Process Act.
